The refugees in New < >r- 
leans say that their friends and neighbors are 
looking with the utmost anxiety for the result 
of Col. Hamilton's mission to the North, and 
hundreds are watching and waiting for the 
lay when the old flag shall again wave iu 
triumph over the soil of Texas. 

Should the Government send an expedition 
to laud somewhere in the vicinity of the Rio

The mercantile, mechanical, and farming 
interests of the ]ieople in all this section ot the 
country, can never rev-over from a long night 
of depression, of |a>rfect stagnation, until the 
Mississippi river is opened to its mouth, But 
this will not bo done as long as New England 
army contractors, jobbers, and railroad capi- 
talists can prevent it. And, by the bv, no in- 
famous villainies connected with the stupen- 
dous peculations, the downright stealings 
that have lieen the rule, not the excep- 
tion, in this war, have so deeply injured 
the people of the Northwestern States, at 
the monster fnnnU practiced by E istern c:ip. 
iialists, contractors, <kc, in this matter 
ot keeiting tfca father ot waters closed. By 
their infamous manu-uvrings, their bribery, 
and their studied misrepresentations of facts to 
the authorities in Washington, those foul 
bea.-ts of prey have succeeded in preventing 
people of the Northwestern States from 
sending their millions of tons of produce down 
the M is-issippi to feel the Union army at 
New Orleans and alon^ tbe Atlantic coast. 
All these irreparable injuries have lieen iu- 
flicled upon the Northw estern States by those 
who have purposely prevented the opening of 
the Miasis>ippi, as' a means of securing im- 
mense fortunes for themselves and particular 
friends or pets.

If the 
progress of our operations upon the great river 
has been slow, the progress of our operations 
elsewhere has been quite as slow. The efforts 
to remove every rebel obstruction from the 
Father of Waters have been as mighty as any 
efforts made in the war. Tbey are now on 
the jioint of being prosecuted with renewed 
und increased energy, and the full weight 
of New Eugland's arm will be felt in the 
work. The charge that New England army- 
contractors, jobbers, and railroad capitalists 
have exercised a control or influence over the 
President and Cabinet to keep the Mississippi 
closed is a vague and intangible matter sus- 
tained by no fact or circumstance within our 
knowledge.

SriT Mau j porous have, at various times, 
been arrested in the interior of our State for 
disloyal practices or infractions of the laws 
passed by our Legislature to punish the aiders 
and abetters of treason. Such prisoners, if 
sent here, were committed bi the Military 
Prison, and, in many instance*, after remain- 
ing there a week or t«vo, have been dis- 
charged. We. have heard complaints directed 
against Gen. Boyle on account of such dis- 
charges, but he is in no way responsible for 
tbe fact that the guilty have not been brought 
to punishment. When an arrest is made and 
a proper officer brings the offender to our city, 
he is, of course, received and confined, but, un- 
less the proof of guilt is sent to the command- 
ing officer in proper time, he has no authority 
to hold the prisoner, and must discharge bim. 
In all cases where arrests are deemed proper— 
and the greatest care should be exercised not 
to make improper ones— a full brief of the case- 
should be sent immediately to Gen. Boyle 
stating the criiaa alleged and the witnesses 
who can proie its commission. If this 
is done, and, upon careful investigation, 
the charges aro substantiated, the offenders 
will be passed ever to the civil or military au- 
thorities v. ho miy have cognizance of the 
case. 

General Boyle acts yvith commendable 
caution in all these matters, for he is charged 
with a doable duty, to see that the public 
safety is not imperilled and that private rights 
arc not invaded. In common civil cases, if an 
arrest i, made, and if, when the arrested per- 
son i3 called up for ex-imination, M one ap- 
pears to prefer charges,' he is dismissed. The 
military commander acts upon the same prin- 
ciple, and thus it is that probably some very 
rauk traitors have been arrested, detained, and 
discharged from lack of evidence, and have 
then returned to their homes to the serious 
disquiet of their neighbors. For these things 
General Boyle is not responsible; the fault, if 
it exists, is in the local authorities, who neglect 
to inform him fully of the reasons why the per- 
sons should be permanently retained.

The Exi'RDition to Open thk Mississippi. — 
The fleet of boats w bich carried the 97th and 
'.•'.ith Indiana regiments to Columbus, Ky., re- 
turned on Monday. From officers of these 
boats the New Albany Ledger gathers the fol- 
lowing information w ith reference to General 
McCleruands Mississippi river expedition: 
The expedition is being organised on a gigan- 
tic scale— Columbus being the point of rendez- 
vous. Major General McClernand is now there, 
giving his personal superintendence to the ar- 
mament and equipment of the forces, and tak- 
ing all the necessary steps to ensure the success 
of the expedition. His SSffB (fan.tre will con- 
sist entirely of Western and Northwestern 
regiments. It will embrace ten regiments from 
ludiana, twelve regiments from Illinois, four 
regiments -from Iowa, four regiments from 
Wisconsin, two regiments from Minnesota, 
and some ten thousand troops, infantry, cav- 
alry, aud artillery, trom the army now in 
Kentucky, probably a portion of Gen. G. W. 
Morgan's command and a portion of the late 
ommand of Gen. Granger. Tbe cavalry and 
artillery force will be ample for any emergency. 
In ndditiou to this force, the gunlioat fleet 
under Commodore Porter will co-operate with 
he expedition. The fleet of Commodore Por- 
consisU of the following vessels: Benton 
(flagship), Capt. Gwinn, It! guns; Eastport, 
Capt. Phelps, 13. guns; Carondelet, Capt. 
Wilkes, 13 guns; Cincinnati, Capt. Stemble, 
U guns; Cairo, Capt. Bryant, 13 guns; Mound 
City, Capt. Wilson, 13 guns; Louisville, Capt. 

ie, 13 guns; Baron DeKalb (formerly St. 
Louis), Capt. Winslow, 13 guns; Essex, Capt. 
Porter, 7 guns; Lexington, Capt. Shirk, 7 
guns; making a total of ten gunboats and one 
undred and twenty-one guns. Tbc first 
great obstacle for the expedition to overcome 
will be the formidable fortifications at Vicks 
burg. But when it is remembered that Com 
BM Farragut, with his fleet of gunboats 
and mortar-lioats, is below these works, and 
•an easily co-operate with the fleet from above, 
t will be seen what an overpowering force will 
lie brought to bear for the reduction of the 
rebel stronghold at Vicksburg. 

The attack upon Vicksburg last summer 
failed for want of a co-operating land force on 
our part. McClernand's expedition will obviate 
this want in the future, and when Vicksburg 
is again attacked it will lie taken by storm by 
McClernand s troops. Vicksburg captured, 
and the way is comparatively clear to New 
Orleans. 

The exjieditiou of Gen. McClernand will lie 
ready to move by the 10th of December, at 
farthest, perhaps earlier. It will be followed 
by the gunboats of Gen. Ellett, who will have 
a large force of infantry, cavalry, and artillery 
to keep the river clear of guerillas and rebel 
batteries. Gen. Ellett's command will be 
quartered upon armed transports, so that it 
can be moved rapidly to any point where its 
presence may be required; and it will have, in 
conjunction with the gunboats, complete sur- 
veillance of the lower Mississippi and its nav 
igable tributaries, so that when the river is 
once opened it will remain open, and its nav 
igation become entirely safe to steamers.

his appearance in Danville, 
in this State, on the 29tii of September la»t,and 
from the balcony of the Sneed House made a 
speech, stating that he had come to relieve 
Kentuckinns from intolerable oppression, to 
restore their lost rights, and to give universal 
freedom to all who were groaning under the 
thraldom of Lincoln. At the same time he 
issued a proclamation, in flaming style, to the 
people of the State, in w hich he exhorted them, 
as they valued their rights of person and prop- 
erty, and their exemption from tyranny and 
oppression, to rally to his standard, which 
would protect them, and had rescued their 
wives ami mothers from insult and outrage. 
The next day, as if in defiance of every feeling 
of shame, he issued a general order that the 
Confederate currency should be used at its par 
value in Government transactions, and must 
not be depreciated hy the demand or payment 
of exorbitant Bates. He hoped that the people 
of the country would not impose on bin taw 
necessity of impressing supplies by discredit- 
ing his money; the supplies were necessary and 
mnst be hail, and it would be considered a 
military offence, punishable by court-mar- 
tial, for any officer or soldier to pay exorbitant 
prices. If an instance of more cool effrontery 
can be produced, we have yet to see it, though 
it is almost paralleled by the proclamation it 
self, which, while speaking of restored rights 
of person and property, and exemption from 
tyranny and oppression, in the very next par- 
agraph says "the Conscript Act will lie en 
forced as soon as the necessary arrange 
ments can be made!'' The exemption from 
tyranny and oppression which Kentuck- 
ians were called upon to enjoy turned out to 
bj the enforcement of a law which was not 
operative in the State, but was passed by the 
rebel Congress, and had been denounced every 
where within the limits of the Confederacy as 
odious, arbitrary, and uncoustitutional. The 
restored rights of person and property were 
exemplified in the purchase of the substance 
of citizens at the point of the bayonet, with 
the payment of worthless notes, which were 
struck off as wanted, as we have seen odes 
printed during a civic procession and scatter 
ed to the bystand<-rs along the streets from a 
press carried in a car.

Discussion by officers and soldiers

and destroy the discipline and efficiency ot the 
troops, by substituting the spirit of political 
faction for the firm, steady, and earnest sup- 
port of the anthority of tbe government, 
which is the highest duty of tbe American 
soldier.

Eastibx KrxTrcKY. — The short despatch 
from Colonel Dils. of tbe 3!>th Kentucky, to 
General Finnell. which we publish to-djay. 
brings the cheering news that the rebels have 
no longer a bold in Kentucky. Colonel Dils 
has repealed the lessons which Nelson and 
Garfield heretofore taught them, dispersing 
the whole crew, capturing all their camp 
equipage and means of transportation, making 
prisoners in goodly numbers, and scattering 
tbe rest in flight through Pound Gap. This 
gallant achievement is all the more praise- 
worthy because Colonel Dils s regiment has 
not yet been mustered into the service, though 
he is tast filling it up from tbe Big Sandy 
country with men who are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the haunts ot the rebels. The 
:*tth Kentucky is a regiment of Mounted In- 
fantry, the most effective kind of service for 
our mountain warfare, and no one can deny 
that Colonel Dils, in thus advancing and 
letting his boys try their hands, is drilling them 
in the most efficient school of tbe soldier. A cor- 
res|iondent of the Cincinnati Commercial says 
t ie regiment, consisting of about four hundred 
men. left Catlettsburg, on the 29th ult., where 
it bad been compelled to rest for some weeks, 
there lieing a heavy rebel force on the upfter 
waters of the Big Sandy river; but immediate- 
ly after Marshall s force passed toward Vir- 
ginia, Colonel Dils, with his few men, ad- 
vanced on a forced march, which was con- 
tinned not only until they arrived where Col. 
Hawkins was. but followed in close pursuit 
for four days and nights, the rebels having 
lied at their near approach. In the pursuit Col. 
Dils took all the near paths to cut off Haw- 
kins, in which tbe regiment passed over many 
of the highest and most rugged passes an 1 
peaks of Pike county, and came within two 
or three miles of heading off the rebels three 
times. During the pursuit the men were for 
three days withont any bread only as they 
chanced to pick up a bite at country 
living chiefly on broiled beef.

gar In a late number of the Richmond Ex- 
aminer, long know n as one of the bitterest and 
most violent of all the organs of the rebel 
Confederacy, we find an article exceedingly 
different in tone from anything else that we 
have met with for many months in any rebel 
newspaper. The general subject of the article 
in (|iit stion is the vast exhibition of military 
|iower ma le by the North and the South in 
the present war. It says: 

The greatness of America is a recent reve- 
lation to Europe. With the North and South 
confederated under the old government the 
United States jtossessej a military ttower and 
an abundance of resources of which her citi- 
zens, even in the excesses of her self-eompl:\- 
cency, never dreamed. The war has revealed 
to the world an enormous power that over- 
sh.tdows whatever there is of military display 
in modern hi.-tory, and has amazed the most 
arrogant nations of Euroiv?. * * * Had 
the North and South remained a? one nation 
there could scarcely have lieen any limit to 
•he achievements of their military |tower. • 
England propost - lo elici t the continua- 
tion of this war, as far ns BOOslMe, to the mu- 
tual ruin of the two nations engaged. That 
the Union never shall la- restored is a foregone 
and settled conclusion with the Kritishgovern- 
ment. Behind her mask of conscience and 
Pharisaical precision, there lurks a hideous and 
devilish purpose. 

It is true that the Editor of the Examiner, 
who says this, says also that the South had 
made up its mind to establish and maintain its 
inde|tetidence, but at the same time he gives, 
as our rentiers see, the most powerful reasons 
for the restoration of the Union. His whole 
soul, it is evideut. yearns for the restoration, 
though he dares not advocate it. There i- not 
in his article the least manifestation of that

The South- 
ern people now see, that, without some sort o» 
indirect intercourse, they could scarcely live 
at all, and, seeing this, th. y cannot but muse 
regretfully upon the terrible sacrifices they 
have made in the wild pursuit of a phantom 
We trust, that, when they shall have borne a 
little longer the dreadful ntnl rapidly 
increasing ills they have madly brought 
upon themselves, when the} - shall have 
realized more entirely than they now do 
the selfishness and the heurtlessness of Euro- 
pean Powers in regard to the affairs of tbi 
continent, when they shall have come to thor 
oughly understand and anttreiiate the deter 
mination of the people of tne loyal Stat 
evinced in tbe results of the late elections, U 
guard the Constitution and to protect the 
rights, the interests, and the institutions of all 
sections alike, and when tbey shall have fully 
opened their eyes to bright visions of the 
power, the greatness, and the glory, that our 
country, restored to its unity, can win among 
the nations of the earth, tbey will turn with 
horror from the rebellion and come back to 
their allegiance. 

We believe that the important subject, upon 
which the Richmond Examiner speak? in the 
pa=snge we have cited above, is extensively 
and earnestly discussed among intelligent men 
throughout the South, and that the discussion 
will lead to good. A powerful conservativ 
party has manifested itself in the North, and w 
anticipate, that, as the natural response to it, 
conservative party will spring up in the South 
not perhaps very powerful at first but rapidly 
becoming more so until it shall be able to 
mould the policy of its section.

Polytechnic Collkuk for Kextccky.— 
Iowa has been the first State to send to the 
General Land Office official notice of her ac- 
ceptance of her proportion of the lands appro- 
priated during the late session of Congress, for 
the benefit of all the States, in the establish- 
ment of colleges for the promotion of agricul- 
ture and mechanic arts. We hope at the np- 
prouching adjourned session of our Legisla- 
ture, that its Committees on Agriculture will 
direct attention to the provisions of this law. 
and let our State also take official action and 
place it within the power of the State Agricul- 
tural Society to locate a College for the pro- 
motion of the agricultural and mechanic arts. 
The act ot July 2, 18G2. grants to Kentucky, 
as well a? the other States, an amount of public 
lands equal to thirty thousand acres for each 
Senator and Representative in Congress, which 
would give Kentucky 360,000 acres. The pro- 
ceeds of the sales of these lands are to be in- 
vested ia stocks as a perpetual fund, the inter- 
est of which shall lie devoted to the endow- 
ment, support, and maintenance of at least 
one college where the leading object shall be. 
without excluding other scientific and classi- 
cal studies— and to include military tactics— to 
teach such branches of learning as are related 
to agriculture and the mechanic arts, in such 
manner as the Legislature of the State may 
prescrilie, in order to promote lite liberal and 
practical education ot the industrial classes 
in thesever.il pursuits and professions in lite. 
The conditions upon which this munificent 
grant is made are intended to prevent the fund 
from l>eing impaired or diverted from its origi- 
nal use. and the onlj expense to which the 
State will lie subjected is the erection, preser- 
vation, and repair of suitable buildings. The 
Legislature has two years to express its ac- 
ceptance of the provisions ot tbe act, so that 
it may be done at the next regular session of 
1863-4, but as the location of the lands can be 
commenced on July J, 1803, time may be 
saved b> acting upon it at the re-convening of 
the present General Assembly. We can pledge, 
we are confident, to tbeLegislative committees 
the hearty co-operation of Col. Laban J. 
Bradford, the zealons. efficient, and expe- 
rienced President, and the Directors of the 
SUte Agricultural Society, and from their 
united effort? wc may soon have in successful 
operation a Polytechnic College, through the 
influence of which the industrial arts will be 
elevated, true economy in the production of 
the necessities of life taught, and the natural 
resources of oorState brought into more vigor- 
ous dcvclopcment.

Some of tbe Republican papers arc advo- 
cates of the President's plau to export the 
slaves freed under the proclamation to a tro- 
pical country, and others for planting them in 
some portion of Texas, bnt certainly we have 
enough upon our hands whilst the war lasts 
without wasting our time and our military 
and pecuniary resources ia colonizing either 
in a foreign country, or in a distant part of our 
own, myriads of freed negroes and providing 
thetn with the means of subsistence and de- 
fence in their new homes. We cannot plant a 
new nation whilst struggling for our own na- 
tionality. Any attempt? to fix the slaves in a 
remote locality during the war would be the 
extreme of madness and folly; and yet it 
would be during the war, if the innumerable 
horde? of blacks should he liberated from their 
owners, that the great question what shonld 
be done with them would press itself upon 
us— press with an energy precluding all 
possibility of delay. Even the Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican, an organ that snpi>orts 
the proclamation and expects it to be carried 
out, says of the slaves whose wholesale eman- 
cipation is contemplated: "Cleat ly it will be 
inconvenient, if not impossible, to protect them 
where the war is actually going on, and as 
fast as they are captured ftom tbe enemy they 
must be sent to the rear and transported to a 
place of safety. To protect tbcm where they 
are would require more than the million men 
now in arms, and leave us none for attack 
upon the rebel armies. The subject requires 
the earnest attention of the Government. Con- 
gress, w hich i? soon to assemble, will be re- 
quired to act upon it, and it will not be the 
simplest thing in the world to devise a system 
which shall be practical and economical, and 
at the same time merciful to the negroes them- 
selves." 

What the Massachusetts organ admits to be 
a difficulty, Congress, if the perilous subject of 
the proclamation be thrown upon if, will find 
an impossibility. The Republican delegation in 
Congress from the most ultra Republican State 
in the Union could not, if left to them?elves, 
agree upon any plan that tihrj would venture 
to recommend for adoption.

Night closes in upon this devoted city, and 
I sit me down to again while away an hour 
with you in friendly, />*n-sive mood. Rain 
falls without, patter, palter, and darkacss, 
dull and thick, enshrouds all out of doors. 

« if news, "as is new?," I have not much lo 
write. To tell yon all abont the mores of the 
I uion army, as 1 gather from officers and of- 
ficials here daily, would get us very Ojuickly 
into sad scrapes for giving information to the 
enemy. For it is known that yonr louraat 
gels down into Seceswia al .on as t|tiick as it 
gets out this way. 

Tbe general opiuion prevails here, a 
the recently arrived refugees, that the Con- 
federates will not attempt to stand this side of 
the Tennessee Hirer. I have conversed with 
farmer? this day who ran from their homes, 
ten to twenty miles from here, within two 
days past, to escape the conscription. A 
have seen negroes by the dozen who have just 
run in, all agreeing in the statement that the 
bold Southrons were driving off the negroes 
to the South, by wagon loads and in chain- 
gangs. Consequently the niggers are on 
the qui in e; the country ia full of them, 
tryiog to get into Nashville. Some of them 
are chased bv dog? — one black man was thus 
followed to within four miles of this cit 
where our pickets sainted the canine boaters 
with a sniff or two of cold lead. Tbe whol< 
aim of these bold advocates of "Southern 
Rights.'' under Forrest Breckinridge, and Co,, 
is to strip the rich Cumberland Valley coun- 
try ere the Union army advances apuu them. 

The Federal army has made material at! 
vanos, within three days past, I learn — but in 
what manner it is needless to state. The peb- 
lic can be assured that all is well, and the 
march is onward. It may lie that the rebels 
may steal enough to keep their armies up for 
awhile, but. a? winter moves on, the safferins; 
and exposure they must endure will tell with 
terrible effect upon them. We shall 
vigorous winter campaign no doubt. Om 
army will purge the country as it goes — at 
least it should. < lee. Rosecrans is an earnest 
man — he apparently means to lav the axe to 
the very root of this rebellion. It is stated 
here that prominent rebels, wherever he march- 
es, mii3t either repent and reform, or they 
must go on to the South : that tbey v. ill he 
required to take tbe oath of allegiance, 
give heavy ootid? for future good behavior, if 
permitted to stay behiivb in the possession and 
enjoyment of their property, as insured to them 
by the power of the Union army and tbe maj- 
esty of Constitutional lav. . 

There was held a rather notable meeting in 
Nashville lust week. The object of it was to 
gather in the refueees of Tennessee now con- 
gregated here to the nBinber of one to two 
thousand men. Speeches were made by Gov 
Andrew Johnson, Major-Generul RttsecrHns, 
and Generals Woodruff and Palmer. I was 
eager to hear the speeches, aad wa.s well repaid 
fur the evening s uttenilance. Gov. Johnson ? 
speech was vigorous, bold, defiant, and Union 
to the ere No ifs nor and — the Union must 
and should he maintained. His strong point 
was Ui.a this war was made by Southern 
leaders for powtr; that they desired a new 
Southern Government that they might rule 
it; and that their move was for aristocratic 
domination at the expense of Southern civd 
liberty for the masses. 

lien. Rosecrans was vociferously applaud 
ed — his speech was brief and puagenL He 
said he was no talker, but shonld try to do his 
duty in the day of buttle. He was for tbe res- 
toration of o«r old Union and the perpetuatiou 
of this, the best government upon the face of 
the earth. He believed this war was a irar 
humanity, and against the domination a 
power of caste. The few remarks of onr 
vorite > o n. rat were to the point, aad much 
relished hy all present. 

I could write a chapter upon tbe individual 
experiences of this people, but will not dwell. 
The liorder State readers of the Journal ap- 
preciate it all full well. But of one fact I am 
more deeply a/ .-tired, day after day — that the 
old, rt Mo tive, ami more moderate classes 
"southern rights'' people in the Suuth are now 
nio<it heartily sick uf the rebellion themselves 
Tbey baye lust confidence in their cause. The 
Confederate money is worthless in their esti- 
mation. Foreign intervention tbey despair of. 
A thvisiou iu the North and West on the war 
quaaliou ihey du not now expect. These vast 
Northern armies marching in npoo them 
well i lolle d and t<iuipped — men of vigorous 
frame, and determined purpose, astound them. 
They feel their own helplessness*, aud the pow 
er and might of this great American nation 
We have only to march in anil upon their 
armed hands, and scatter tbem. and this rebel- 
lion is dried up. Sooner or later this will be 
tbe result— soon, I think, and soon, the slave 
holders of the South should hope.

Asotbi u Biutu-Bay.— On the 24tli of No- 
vemla r, 18jo, the Louisville Journal came into 
existence. Thu« to-day it is thirty-two yeorj 
old. Thirty-two years are a long period in 
he life ol a newspaper, and, although they 
seem to us to have hurried by with the airy 
wiftnrss of .- hadows, th. y have left their deep 
marks upon us and upon all things around us. 

How strange .-. ems to us the contrast bc- 
ween MM and lST..'. The interval is more 
ban the lile-tune of a generation, and, when 
we muse upon what ivas familiar to U£ at the 
nner period, we almost feel as if we were 
(linking of another world or of a past state 
i»f being. It is true that some persons, wlioni 
wc knew then, still remain, but ah how few. 
If we were to walk the most populous streets 
of our city for liourj and gaze into every face, 
the name upon every door and upon 
every business sign, the chances are that we 
should not recognize the face or the name of 
individual that wc knew in the first 
year of our residence here. The faces so 
dear to us then exist not now in all the 
world of nature, and the names have passed 
from signs and door-plate- to tbe solemn stones 
that rise like the pale ghosts of mournful 
memories in the lonely though thick-peopled 
cities of the dead. Tbe voice of the past 
omcs to us like the hollow and unearthly 
obbings of a midnight wind, or like the 
.lended wail from a thousand graves. 

We established this paper in the fluih of 
youth and hope, yet little dreaming that its 
history would be what it has been. We com- 
menced it in a season of 6 nee and remorseless 
partisan strife. It was "l»orn in storm and 
on," and probably it gave 
added strength to the storm and the convul- 
sion. Its history has been and is before the 
world. Iu all the changing conditions of par- 
ties and of public affairs, it has played a l>old 
and important part, sometimes victor and 
sometimes vanquished, always making a 
mad, deep impression upon the character of 
lie time, contributing essentially to give form 
and direction to the current of events, and de- 
moting itself in defiance of myriad perils to 
what it has beliered to lie tbe good of the 
nation and of mankind. Sometimes it has 
undoubtedly erred in judgment and then-fore 
n action, but we exult in the knowledge that 
t has la-cn a power in the community for good 
»nd not for evil, that it has ever been the 
riend of virtue, of law, of religion, and of 
ill the beneficent institutions of the land, that 
t has never failed to raise its warning voice 
ainst tbe perils which threatened the Rt-pub- 
ic, and that the people of the country, deeply 
as tbey are now afflicted, have cause to bless it 
for the good it has done and the many ills it 
is averted. 

The thirty-two wild and stormv years of 
ihe Louisville Journal's life have, to the coun- 
try, terminated in a storm of fire and blood, 
but for this the Journal is not responsible. So 
far as it has been able to ride the whirlwind, 
it has endeavored to subdue it to a calm. And 
it is now as proud of its position and influence 
as it has ever been. It has no fear either of 
outliving its country or of perishing in its 
ruins. We deem that it is still what it has 
ever been, a powerful agent of good, and that 
it and the country that it serves will long Pre 
in 1 flourish together, rendering mutual bene- 
fits to each other. The nation mourns over 
the awful doings of war, millions of stricken 
hearts and eyes are gushing with tears for 
loved ones fallen or exposed to the terrible 
perils of battle, but the country is safe, and its 
future, when the harvests and the flowers 
shall have sprung from its bloody and tram- 
pled and desolated soil, will be yet more glo- 
rious than iu i«Lst. Oh that the spirit of 
prophecy were now upon us that we might 
paint in the colors of heaven the condition of 
our country when another period of thirty- 
two years shall have swept over its living 
might and over onr grave. 

Bitterly as wc are haled for our course dua> 
ing the last two years by hundreds of thou- 
sands who once honored us with every mani- 
festation of admiration and regard, we feel 
that these two years are the best thnt we have 
lived. We are willing for them to stand as 
the capital upon the column of our life. The 
time is not far off when the South will feel 
for us "the late remorse of love" and do us 
justice. We have struggled and are struggling 
to save the life of the Republic, to preserve 
from destruction the noblest system of gov- 
ernment ever known beneath the sky, we 
have exhorted and are exhorting our fellow 
men to maintain if necessary by blood the 
awful boon that by blood was won, but the 
nation can bear us witness that the Louisville 
Journal, whilst performing the high and sol- 
emn duties of allegiance to its government, 
has, in all things and upon all occasions, 
earnestly vindicated and supported the rights 
of the South, and opposed steadily and ve- 
hemently every radical measure calculated 
to carry desolatiou through that beautiful sec- 
tion.

And now, while the E liior is talking in 
beliidf of the restoration ol the Union and ex- 
liihiting so much laudable anxiety upon the 
subject, let him explicitly tell us whether, if 
the seceding States shall be unwilling to 
con.c liack u|»on the conditions he names, 
he is for a resolute aud vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the war to prevent the permanent 
disruption of the country aud to establish 
1 perpetuate national unity. We hope 
he will speak out, for we have liked his 
com Bj in some things and should be glad to 
like it iu more. We should be pleased to have 
his direct aud express authority for repelling the 
suspicions we sometimes hear expressed on this 
point in conservative qu itters. This is not a 
time when the suspicion of disloyalty should 
be allowed to rc3t on any auti-iadical journal, 
and, it must be confessed, the Enqaiaai in this 
relation has been at least careless to the extent 
of culpability. We sincerely hope it will set 
itself distinctly right in this particular and for 
tho future sedulouslv guard itself from the re- 
proach of conservatives. 

Of course the Federal Government can en- 
ter into no treaty with the rebels in arm3. 
No such treaty is needed. Tbe Confederate 
States had no right to rebel, and they have 
none to persist in rebellion. What is necessa- 
ry and all that s necessary is that they return 
to their allegiance. They can safely repose all 
trust and confidence in the conservative und 
just and liberal spirit that has established and 
will maintain and strengthen its sway in tbe 
loyal Stales. The results of the late elections 
are guarantees enough. They arc the best of 
guarantees. The seceding States cannot hu- 
miliate the U. S. Government if they would, 
and their own pride should restrain them from 
doing so if they could, for the U. S. Govern- 
ment is destined to be through the coming 
centuries their Government no less than ours.

Hoxorid 9ra: In my youth I randerad 
some tervlee to my country in defence of that 
Constitution and Union which has been the 
pride and boast of cur people, handed down 
to us by our patriot fathers. I participated in 
each of the battles ut Frenchtown, on she 
river Raisin, on the lath and rid of January, 
Istt3; was severely wounded in the latter of 
those battles; >. .- left on the battle-ground 
after the surrender, and was present at tbe 
massacre on the 2.'td of January, 1513; was 
taken by the Indians at the close of the mas- 
sacre and conducted to Detroit, where I was 
relieved from Indian captivity by a flritisli 
officer, lakcn thioiigh Canada to Fori George, 
on the Niagara river, in company with G -n. 
Winchester, Col. Lewis, M.ij. Madison, and 
otherj, where 1 w°U paroled bj a prisoner ol 
war. After bt ing exchanged, I joined the 
American army again, and participated in the 
battle at Camp Jackson, below New Orleans, 
on the memorable Stli of January, 1815, and 
closed my military career with the peace of 
that year. 

For more than forty years I have been labo- 
riously engaged in preaching the Gospel of 
the Son of God, and have had extensive cor- 
respondence with the ministry of the "Old 
School Baptist Order,' both North and South, 
as well as pretty extensive acquaintance with 
members of that Order in this and several 
other of the States. 

I hesitate not to say that no denomination 
of Christians iu our country has manifested 
warmer attachment for republican liberty, or 
has been more loyal to the Constitution and 
Union, under which we have lived and pros- 
pered so long, than the Old School Baptists. 
They have ne\ er asked for more thaii to be 
protected in the enjoyment of civil and relig- 
ious liberty— toleration to all denominations. 
They have been utterly opposed to the amal- 
gamation of church and State, being entirely 
satisfied that truth shall be left free to combat 
error. 

I have not felt it to be my privilege to en- 
gage in the political strifes which, from time 
to time, have convulsed our beloved country. 
I have contented myself with seeking, from 
the most reliable sources, to keep myself 
posted with regard to political events, that I 
might exercise the right of suff rage under- 
standing^- and intelligently. 

I hesitate not lo say, my political proclivi- 
ties have been all the while t »ld-line Whig, of 
the Henry Clay school; believing that our be- 
loved country has never lieen blessed with a 
more honest, far-seeing, fearless, independent, 
self-sacrificing patriot than he. I differed from 
a large majority on the policy which became 
Kentucky when she was first called upon for 
troops to put down the wicked and uncalled- 
for rebellion. 

My Bible teaches me that my first and high- 
est allegiance I owe to my God. My subordin- 
ate allcpratice I owe to the Government which 
hits protected me in the enjoyment of life, 
liberty, and property, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. 

I felt that Kentucky should, at once, fur- 
nish her quota of men and money, as she was 
quite as much interested in the perpetuation 
of the Constitution and Union, and the en- 
forcement of the laws, as any other State. 
Mr. Crittenden's resolutions declaring the 
purpose of the Government in pros 
ting the war, adopted at the extra session of 
Congress, by almost a unanimous vote of both 
Houses of Congress, met my hearty approba- 
tion. And allow me to say that resolution 
expresses the only principles upon which the 
war can be prosecuted to a successful issue. I 
most deeply regret the wild, fanatical, mis- 
chievous, and, I must believe, wicked course 
of a majority of Congress, in intermeddling 
with the institution of slavery, which is a lo- 
cal institution and subject to the exclusive 
control of the States wherein it exists. Slave- 
ry was found a fixed fact at the adoption ot 
the Constitution, and 1 hazard little in saying 
the Constitution could never have been adopt- 
ed, nor the Union formed, without iu recog- 
nition. I should despair of my country if I 
could believe that its Constitution could not be 
perpetuated, and the Union preserved, with- 
out trampling on the Constitutional rig nts of 
the citizens. It cannot lie! The electros at 
the North hare impressed me with a strong 
hope that there is yet a redeeming sjpirit in 
our beloved country which will yet Tescue it 
from the impending ruin. 

While 1 am not, nor have I bjen for more 
than thirty years, partial to the Institution oi 
slavery, yet I am entirely satisfied that it the 
Constitution is preserved in i*B integrity and 
the Union is restored, it can never be dome — 
no, nevei!— by the destruction of slavery. If» 
the States continue to exist as States in the 
Union, they must so exist as equah. 0tt»er- 
wise it is folly to attempt a restoration of the 
Union^ 

1 have most deeply regretted to witness the 
recklessness manifested by men, profess'n? to 
be ministers ofthe "Prince of Peace,' in,e«I 
must believe, thrir knowingly misrepresrnti.tg 
the teachingsof God's holy word. 

There is no f ict more palpably taught in the 
word of God, than the existence of slavery, or 
involuntary servitude. In Mr. Kendall's let- 
ters to your Excellency, he has most incon- 
testably proven this proposition. 

He not only established the fact, that it ex- 
isted under the law dispensation under the 
authority of the God of heaven, but by his 
express direction. And further he showed, 
equally conclusively, that it u perpetuated 
under the gospel dispensation, iqithout rebuke, 
or censure from on high. 

Hence those Northern fanatiog would make 
us believe, while teaching treaf.on to th^ Con- 
stitution and the Union, they are more phi- 
lanthropic than the God whom tbeY profess to 
serve. Away with such hypoarisy and in- 
fidelity ! Intelligent readers of the bible know 
they are publishing a libel on the King of 
Heaven. 

I am a slave owner, but would gladly give up 
mine, if I conhl see a plan which in my judg- 
ment would better their condition. 

1 have carefully examined all the schemes 
for ameliorating their condition, from the colo- 
nization scheme down, nnd am fully con- 
vinced a change of their present relations 
would be a much greater calamity to them 
than to the master. 1 am entirely satisfied 
they are incapable of sclf-gOTernment. 

That the Constitution of the United States 
recognizes the right of property in slaves; and 
that the men wb.o lived contemporaneously 
th the frameraof that instrument also recog- 
nized that riebt, is abundantly manifest in the 
passage of the first fugitive slawe law ; and its 
sulisequent re-enactment with all the sanc- 
tions of the Constitution; and the subsequent 
adjudication of it by the Supretne Court of the 
United States as one of the laws the Execu- 
tive is sworn to sec faithfully executed. 

I consider secession an enormous and an in- 
excusable here*y. Abolition is no less an 
inexcusable heresy, when it is usad to deprive 
the citizen of his constitutional rights. Each 
should be avoided by all who love the Consti- 
tution and desire the perpetuation of the Union 
of these States. 

A state of things exists in our rditlst which 
is alarming to those who love its Constitution 
and laws. I allude to the improper interfer- 
ence of some of the officers and soldiers of 
the Cnited Stales army with our slave prop- 
erty.

According to this report, General llragg, 
with fifteen thousand of bis army, arrived 
there last Saturday about twelve o'clock, and 
took possion of the town. The Federal army 
had not occsjpicd the place, nor had they 
evinced a d&ire to do so. Only a few cvm- 
panies were in the plac when Bragg arrived, 
and all retired to the main body of the arAy, 
which is umbra-stood to l>e m ar llu Isonvilty. 
about seven m»b-s this side of Holly Springs. 
I?ra?fr immediately made preparatioas for Use 
defence of Holly Springs. Pickets w*re put 
out. and iv l ist ajwoanta the ConfedenBte and 
Federal pickets were only a short Ji'iUnce 
apart. 

The programme of the Confederates api tears 
to lie this: IlrapK is to endeavor to draw the 
F.-doml army into a twht a short distance tie- 
low Holly Springs, and Pemberton is to co We 
isp on the right and Price on the left, wh* «, 
it is anticipated, Gen. Grant will be annihiLv 
ted". 

It is e\ ident, f.om this movementof Bragg y 
that the Confederate authorities intend to 
stake everything in the southwest upon the 
result* if this battle. They say that they can- 
not afa.ird to lose Mississippi, and that they 
\yfll n#.t. Bragg is reported to have said, that 
tbe Fevleral army had built fortifications at 
(lorinth, Jackson, and Bolivar, and he BWaial 
tR) mahe them live in them this winter. 

It isj not proper for us to state anything of 
the preparations which General Grant has 
made to sustain himself against this over- 
whelming force. That the government will 
give him nn array competent to tope with 
these l:V>,0oo men under Bragg and Pember- 
ton, we have no doubt; and that he will so 
manajje the means at his command as to ensure 
the best possible results, his whole miiitarv 
experience affords the best possible assurance. 

From persons lately from the South, we 
gather a tew additional items: 

Blythe's cavalry battalion are engaged in 
picking up all tbe conscripts that can be found, 
and all the corn and other eatables in and 
around Panola county. 

The railroad trains at the South are said to 
he crowde 1 with the movements of troops from 
point to point. 

Jackson, Miss., is still being fortified. The 
helief is general that the great battle between 
the contending armies will occur there. 

The jieople of Grenada arc «aid to he quite 
lively over the prospect which opens upon 
them of having to move to other quarters. 
There are some who are already beginning to 
calculate the chances, and prepare accordingly ; 
others will remain. The Appeal people, who 
have been so rampageous « here there was no 
danger, will probably be brought up standing 
with some whom they have denounced. 

The cars on the Mississippi and Tennessee 
Railroad now ran only to Panola Station, 
some sixty miles from Memphis. All the ter- 
ritory this side of Coldwater bas been pneti- 
cally given up already, and Grenada may be 
expected to be abandoned next. 

There is no talk In Mississippi of burning 
cotton in the localities which will have to be 
abandoned. They burnt every man's cotton 
in Tennessee. It wa» all right. But now 
their own ox is to be gored, and they claim 
exemption. 

The people of Tennessee am represented to 
be in special bad odor with the "overseers of 
ntleman s plantations " in Mississippi. It is 
en said that poor soldiers in the Confederate 
army from Tennessee, have been denied a 
crust of bread by the women of Mississippi. 
Such is the deep-seated hatred of Tennessee.

On last Tuesday the advance of Col. Bruce's 
division for southern Kentucky, under com- 
mand ofCol. John H. McHenry, Jr., arrived 
in town with the 17th regiment of infantry, 
his own regiment, and a regiment of cavalry — 
the 4th Kentucky, I believe. They are soon 
to be followed by other troops, to be employed 
in cleaning the guerillas out of this port 
the State, and in the protection of I'nion me ~ 
Tbe soldiers and officers in some instances 
have been subject to insult from women and 
girls. Col. McHenry told me he bad received a 
personal insult while riding past the Female 
Academv of which Dr. Stevenson was for- 
merly principal. Col. McHenry is not onlv i 
gentleman and soldier, but be is a Kentuck 
i an, and soon gave the citizens to understand 
that such manifestations must be stopped or 
be would hold tbe town responsible. The 
warning was heeded. 

The cavalry have done a good deal of scoot- 
ing since the arrival of the troops, and have 
brought in a number of prisoners— bow mnny 
I do not know. On yesterday a guerilla cap- 
tain, by tbe name of Christian, was shot 
through the abdomen and hips, and said to be 
mortally wounded. This happened near 
Trenton. Todd county. Christian was shot 
by the guide of a scouting party. 

It is also reported that the guerillas under 
command of Col. Johnson were whipped near 
Madisonville by the advance ol" the forces, 
inarching through from Henderson, under 
command of Col. Foster. This happened a 
few days ago. It is reported here to-day that 
Johnson was in Clarksville yesterday with 
about two hundred men, supposed to'be ma- 
king bis way southward to join the southern 
army. So it seems that Clarksville is 
still unoccupied by our forces. I cannot 
see the wisdom of this policy. It 
to me to be one of the most important 
ia alb this region of country. I know it was 
pointed out to Gen. Kosecrans as such, and its 
importance as s military post conceded by bim. 
As I understand tbe order creating the l>e- 
pnttmcnt of Cumberland, Clarksville is situ- 
ated in that I>ciiartmcut. But practically it 
seems to be in Gen. Grant's Department. It 
will receive proper attention. I trust, in due 
time.

Johnson was sent to Louisville, under charge 
of Captain Anthony, and reported to General 
faff*.

These are in substance the conditions for- 
warded from this city to Richmond by the 
sympHthizers.bnt wedontknnw that they were 
accepted.

Il time is any man iu the large liumlier of 
the leaders of tile Journal who esteems the 
recent elections to have been iusignificant or 
frivolous, or as the expression merely of the 
"Democratic'' party on old issues — will he 
listen to me while f talk awhile to hir.i. that 
I may attempt to bring to his view facts and 
speculations worthy of his consideration? 

First, th^-n, my dear sir, it is the veriest fal 
de rol to speak at all about old party lines. 
The Locotb.-o and Whig parties of umr day are 
long since dead orgaiii/.aiioti- 1 . These expired 
with the death of Clay and Webster, aud on 
the fated day of the Charleston Convention, 
when the I'nion was di -solved. The slavery 
fasss thenceforth was uppermost; nnd a pow- 
erful body of men resolved to try con. lu-ions 
with the Soulaern raAapsMSars, which has re- 
sulted in civil \. ar. 

Now the South was "pn< ipilaled' into a 
revolution. The hell-banner of Yancey had 
its triumph. Except only South Carolina, 
secession came reluctantly. At the outset of 
the war a very large amount of Union feeling 
wa9 suppressed by a reign of terror. There 
can be no doubt but that the fire on Sumpter 
was, at the time, regarded as rash and accurs- 
ed by a very large body of conservative Union 
men throughout the South, who detested the 
principles of that detestable State quite as 
much as we do the representative views of 
Massachusetts. But, alas, fa degrees, all this 
was changed. Not by the blockade ; not even 
by invasion was thi.r done. It was accom- 
plished by radical legislation, sermons, har- 
angues, newspnp, rs, nnd proclamations, until, 
finally, the conspirators were enabled to take 
our record in their polluted hands, and, hold- 
ing it up, exclaim: Behold! Here is the veri- 
fication of all we told you. The election of 
Lincoln meant abolition. Arouse, or yon will 
lie bound head and foot and reduced to penury 
and degradation, nnd your offspring will curse 
the sires who basely neglected a great duly in 
their day nud generation. 

Backed by the circumstances of the hour, 
this lying an.l scandalous appeal was terrible. 
It swept the last plank from under the Union 
men of the South. The result Ins proven that 
they have planned, and endured, and fought, 
and sacrificed only as desperate men can do, 
deceived by their teachers into the belief that 
their act is sublime. 

Now, on the theory that this is a rebellion, 
is it not eminently wise and proper to assure 
the |H*ople of the South that the North, that 
the President, arc not waging an abolition 
war ' But, on the contrary, that the sense of our 
people is averse io the slightest infringement of 
the compact of the Constitution on either side, 
North or South'.' In this, there is no easMSS- 
»iV>n to the South — hereby is onlv declared by 
the public voice what they understand, and 
what they will hi be, the object for which the 
war is conducted. This is the ground, in fact, 
of Mr. Lincoln himself, who treats the eman- 
cipation of slavery purely ou military grounds, 
to which theory and to any result that the 
South may choose to briug on Iheir own 
heads as a consequence of this theory no loy- 
al man objects. 

Besides, . vents have developed in this 
connection which cannot lie overlooked. It 
may be a p'.iautom only, but surely it is a 
truth, that an apprehension is filling the brain 
of our conservative Northern working men 
that slavery is to compete with them for bread, 
unless the negro shnll be kept within his na- 
tural limit by the point of the bayonet, if need 
lie. Now all these Northern revolutionary 
elements are at once controlled by having it 
distinctly understood that the Government 
>r,ll asd countenance the radical idea that this 
outlay of life and treasure has for its object the 
abolition of slavery. And good and wise 
men conceive that if this thing be fully com- 
prehended in the South, WW shall nt once 
see the w.iy to divide the South and to unite 
the North, repressing the sectional radicals, on 
both sides, to the contemptible limit which, in 
point of fac t, belongs to them— and which it is 
the constant I and true) assertion of 
cans, does iielong (only) to them. 

Tbe amount of this whole matter is, a loyal 
people, entirely united on the grand idea" of 
restoring the Union, all acknowledging with 
pride and pleasure the lead of a respected and 
trusted President whom cheerfully they support, 
though they have differed as to the potter which 
should rule the war. They have submitted 
these difference.! to the test of an election, with, 
perfect respi-ct for the Executive, the majority 
clearly desiriug that the Executive acts shall 
savor less of "extermination ' and more of 
"reconstruction than the radicals seem to 
demand. And cannot the people counsel tbe 
Chief Magistrate without offence!

The country indeed wen- 
worth but little, if it contained such 
a body of "traitors' as have voted 
in the late elections on the conservative 
side. This writer knows that the result in 
New York has been achieved by the aid of 
hearty Lincoln uieu, who pronounce the fact 
to be that the President has been drifted from 
his original position, from their position, from 
the position of his Inaugural a.idress, by the 
constant clamor and pressure of the Greeley 
school, which these enthusiasts and fanatics 
had, till now, persuaded tbe Executive, and 
perhaps themselves, to be the popular will: 
a conclusion to which the President came very 
reluctantly: and now he evidently must per- 
ceive that his own impressions were the correct 
ones. 

Is there either treason, or opposition to the 
Chief Magistrate, my good reader, in what I 
have said here — assuming yon to be, what 
Mr. Lincoln is, a patriot and not a fanatic? 
Do you perceive any safe method to conduct 
public affairs, in this crisis, short of preserving 
exactly the conditions of the old Union? 

These indeed are times for thoughtful men. 
What with the onus of the emancipated negro, 
and the negroes to be emancipated (perhaps all 
of them by the military exigency) ami the 
foreign complications of 'the question, the in- 
trigues of France in Mexico to purchase a 
right to violate the sacred and necessary Mon- 
roe doctrine by the price of Southern recogni- 
tion, so aiming at a vital change in commerce, 
based on a nominal tariff ana an export duty 
on cotton, we have enough to task the states- 
man, and quite too much to afford to listen to 
the belittling pettifoggery of old-slang-party. 
Every man among us should vie in emulation 
now to ascend, under the lead of the President, 
to the topmost height of patriotism. And the 
first step is to push on the war and its idea with 
Union and vigor.

Every one here was startled yesterday morn- 
ing by a rumor that the whole of General Si- 
gel's body guard had been raptured by the 
rebels at Fredericksburg, nnd that this had 
been occasioned by the treachery of a scout. 
This caused the utmost excitement and dejec- 
tion. Later in the day news of a different 
charn-ter was received, which quite changed 
the aspect of affairs. 

General Sigel's Iwdy guard was safe— not 
a man of it captured; but tbey were in Fred- 
ericksburg, had a severe fight and captured u 
large nunilier of the enemy. 

To give a somewhat detailed statement of 
the affair, we will la?gin with the starling ot 
the expedition. It left here on Saturday 
morning, numbering fifty-four men. Captain 
Dahlgren. chief of the staff, commanded the 
party. Captain Shera and Lieuts. Miller and 
Can - , of the 1st Indiana cavalry, accompanied 
the expedition. They moved on to Warren- 
ton and reached there about noon, and were 
mined by ninety men of the «th Ohio cavalry. 
Together they proceeded through the forests 
uutil they rem lied Stanford Courthouse, where 
they remained over uight. 

The lieutenant, with ten men, first crossed, 
and then the remaining guard followed in less 
than fifteen minuteSj the Ohio men being left 
on this side of the river to act in co-operation 
with the others. The entering of the Union 
soldiers was so sudden that the rebel troops 
stationed there were taken completely hy sur- 
prise. Scattered throughout the town of Fred- 
en. | srg were 500 Confederate soldiers, the. 
most of whom w ere cavalrymen. They were 
unable to gather their forces together imme- 
diately, and this was a slight advantage for 
our men.

There were twenty rebels 
Allied and a great number wounded. Thirty- 
niue prisoners were taken. All of these, with 
the exception of six who were paroled on the 
spot where taken, were brought in here. The 
citizens were very active in taking care of the 
secession killed and wounded, and were no less 
active iu making manifen their malignity to- 
ward our men. 

When pressing buildings, various kinds of 
projectiles were hurled at them. Col. Ball's 
Fifteenth "Virginia cavalry was the most ac- 
tive in opposing our men. The rebels showed 
very little bravery. They acted very cowardly 
after they found out the determination of our 
men to fajfel Although they outnumbered 
us with stRh great odds, they broke ranks and 
took to the Woods. All tbe men and officers 
of Cjeneral Sigel. who were in the engage- 
me jt, are deserving of more than ordinary 
cr-jdit. They acquitted themselves nobly. 
B esides fighting and capturing the enemy, 
tl iey destroyed two wagon loads of army cloth 
• I rat were in the place. A large nunilier of 
I lorses were taken, nnd many small arms and 
jahres destroyed. This expedition, without 
doubt, effected one of the most glorious 
Achievement* of the present cam|iaign.
